f'HE  Fifteenth  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Ladies'  Home  Society 
of  the  Baptist  Churches  in  the  City  of  New  York,  was  held 
at  the  Home,  in  Sixty-eighth  Street,  on  Tuesday,  February  5th, 
1884,  at  half-past  seven  p.  m. 

At  the  request  of  the  first  Directress,  Mrs.  D.  C.  Hays,  Eev. 
Dr.  J.  F.  Elder  presided. 

The  meeting  was  opened  with  singing  the  hymn  "How  Firm  a 
Foundation,"  followed*  by  prayer  offered  by  Rev.  H.  0.  Hiscox* 

The  Chairman  opened  his  remarks  by  alluding  feelingly  to  the 
sad  occurrence  which  prevented  Rev.  H.  M.  Sanders  from  acting 
as  chairman,  and  also  deprived  us  of  the  presence  of  the  esteemed 
Corresponding  Secretary,  Mrs.  T.  R.  Butler.  In  a  brief  address 
he  then  presented  the  need  of  a  chapel  in  connection  with  our 
Home,  stating  how  much  it  would  add  to  the  comfort  of  the 
Society  on  audi  occasions  as  this,  in  enabling  them  all  to  see  as 
well  as  to  hear  the  speakers,  and  also  to  the  fact  that  the  old 
people  of  the  Home  were  now  deprived  of  enjoying  these  occasions, 
and  hearing  the  addresses,  for  want  of  room,  which  privilege  he 
considered  one  of  their  moral  rights  as  members  of  the  churches. 

Mr.  Theodore  W.  Todd  was  called  upon  to  read  the  report  of 
the  last  Annual  Meeting. 

The  Annual  Report  to  the  Society  was  read  by  Mr.  John  P. 
Towtnsend,  and  followed  by  a  short  address,  in  which  he  took  up 
the  line  of  Dr.  Elder's  remarks,  and  showed  how  easy  a  matter 
it  would  be  for  the  denomination  to  raise  the  amount  needed  if 
they  were  only  taxed  to  the  amount  of  one  dollar  per  head. 
The  Annual  Report  was  then  accepted,  and  ordered  printed. 
The  Treasurer's  Annual  Report  was  read  by  Mr.  J.  M.  Bruce, 
after  which  he  stated  that  the  increased  expenses  of  this  year  was 
owing  to  the  necessity  of  our  building  a  wall  on  one  side  of  our 
lots  at  a  cost  of  $811.00. 
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The  Chairman  appointed  a  committee  of  five,  viz. :  Mrs.  M.  A. 
Thurston,  Mrs.  T.  F.  Riley,  Mrs.  G.  A.  Moss,  Dr.  J.  G.  Bald- 
win and  Mr.  T.  F.  Riley,  to  nominate  officers  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

The  Chairman  then  read  the  following  proposition  : 
At  a  meeting  of  the  Advisory  and  Executive  Committees  in 
March  last,  it  was  recommended  to  the  Society  to  change  its 
name,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  length  of  its  title  makes  it  pecu- 
liarly liable  to  errors  in  wills,  as  also  that  it  conveys  but  indis- 
tinctly the  object  of  its  work. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  held  December  27th, 
a  unanimous  vote  was  taken  for  change  of  name,  and,  on  motion, 
the  following  proposition  was  adopted,  to  be  presented  to  the 
Society  at  its  next  annual  meeting,  February  5th,  1884 : 

Proposed,  That  we  change  the  name  of  the  Society  from  that 
of  "The  Ladies'  Home  Society  of  the  Baptist  Churches  in 
the  City  of  New  York  "  to  u  The  Baptist  Home  Society  of 
the  City  of  New  York."  We  give  this  notice  in  accordance 
with  Article  XV.  of  the  Constitution,  to  be  acted  upon  at  the  next 
annual  meeting. 

Rev.  Dr.  A.  S.  Patton  occupied  the  time  while  the  Committee 
were  out  in  a  pleasant,  familiar  talk  upon  topics  pertaining  to  the 
Home,  alluding  especially  to  the  pleasure  which  the  ministers  of 
the  denomination  felt  in  coming  here  and  preaching  to  an  audience 
so  demonstrative  as  were  these  old  people,  and  how  their  hearts 
were  made  glad  in  having  so  many  of  them  press  forward  at  the 
close  of  the  service  to  grasp  the  hand  and  give  utterance  to  their 
warm  appreciation  of  their  sermons. 

The  choir  of  the  Tabernacle  Church  sang  an  appropriate  piece 
of  music.

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On  motion,  it  was  voted  that  the  nominations  be  confirmed, 
which  motion  was  carried. 

An  election  of  managers  proposed  by  the  churches  in  place  of 
those  whose  terms  of  office  had  expired,  then  took  place. 

The  Chairman  then  called  on  Rev.  Mr.  Hiscox  for  some  re- 
marks. He  spoke  of  the  great  pleasure  the  denomination  should 
feel  in  supporting  this  Home,  and  how  infinitely  more  benefitted 
was  the  giver  than  the  recipients.  He  also  impressed  upon  the 
friends  present  the  necessity  and  duty  of  educating  their  children 
to  give  to  this  object,  in  order  to  secure  for  it  friends  and  support- 
ers for  the  future. 

The  same  choir  again  favored  us  with  a  selection  of  music, 
after  which  Mr.  J.  M.  Bruce  proposed  a  vote  of  thanks  to  this 
choir,  as  also  to  Dr.  Elder  for  his  kind  services  as  chairman. 

After  the  benediction  by  Dr.  Patton,  the  meeting  adjourned, 
and  passed  the  remainder  of  the  evening  socially.  It  being  the 
Ffteenth  Anniversary,  a  donation  visit  was  held  during  the  day 
and  evening,  which  was  generously  responded  to  in  useful  gifts.

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lElY  appointment  of  the  Trustees,  the  Recording  Secretary  hesi- 
- — ^  tatingly  undertakes  the  writing  of  the  Annual  Report  in 
order  to  relieve  the  Corresponding  Secretary,  Mrs.  M.  E.  Butler, 
who  has  so  long  and  ably  performed  this  duty.  The  heavy  cloud 
of  affliction  so  recently  laid  upon  her,  in  the  death  of  her  husband, 
overshadows  all  who  are  co-laborers  here.  We  feel  ourselves  in- 
complete as  a  body  while  deprived  of  her  wise  counsels,  superior 
judgment,  and  the  geniality  of  her  presence  among  us. 

Before  entering  upon  the  business  report  of  the  year,  we  would 
allude  to  those  of  our  managers  whom  God  has  seen  fit  to  remove 
from  us  by  death.  Mrs.  Peter  Balen  and  Mrs.  Joseph  Brokaw 
have  during  the  past  year  joined  the  numbers  of  our  friends  on 
the  "  other  shore." 

Mrs.  Balen  was  for  thirteen  years  a  Trustee  of  this  Society, 
active  and  earnest  in  her  love  of  the  work,  and  though  for  a 
number  of  years  residing  out  of  the  city,  she  steadily  attended 
the  meetings  until  failing  health  compelled  her  to  resign. 

Mrs.  Brokaw  has  been  a  manager  for  ten  years,  and  her  ac- 
tivity was  especially  manifested  in  her  faithfulness  on  the  Com- 
mittee for  the  Sick.  Her  deeds  of  love  in  this  capacity  may  be 
but  imperfectly  known  outside  of  the  sick  chamber,  but  will  not 
fail  to  be  recorded  by  the  All-Seeing  Eye. 

We  would  also  mention  the  death1  of  Mr.  Jeremiah  Curtis, 
who  was  a  member  of  our  Advisory  Board,  and  a  sincere  friend 
of  the  Home. 

The  death  of  another  valued  friend  we  desire  to  notice.  Rev. 
Dr.  T.  D.  Anderson,  during  his  long  sojourn  in  this  city  was  so 
constant  a  visitor  here  and  his  interest  and  love  for  the  Home  so 
earnest,  that  those  who  were  privileged  to  hear  his  words  of  in- 
struction and  look  upon  his  countenance,  always  radiant  with  good 
cheer  and  encouragement  to  us  on  these  occasions,  will  long 
treasure  the  delightful  memories  associated  with  him. 
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Doctor  Robert  Abbe  has  been  compelled  to  resign  his  position 
as  one  of  the  attending  physicians  of  the  Home.  He  has  given 
us  three  years  of  faithful  and  gratuitous  service  for  which  we  are 
very  grateful.  At  his  suggestion,  Dr.  L.  E.  Holt  was  accepted 
to  fill  the. vacancy. 

Our  ministers,  with  a  number  of  laymen,  have  conducted  the 
usual  religious  services  regularly  during  the  year,  and  greatly  to 
the  edification  of  the  household.  It  is  impossible  to  estimate  the 
value  of  these  services. 

We  know  the  especial  love  which  aged  Christians  feel  for  their 
pastors,  and  the  deference  and  attention  they  will  give  to  their 
counsel  and  advice.  These  visits  of  the  clergy  are,  therefore,  a 
strong,  though  perhaps  imperceptible  aid  to  the  managers  in 
their  difficult  task  of  maintaining  harmony,  acquiescence  and 
order  within  its  walls.  In  this  connection  we  would  like  to  men- 
tion the  hallowing  influence  of  some  whom  God  permits  us  to 
care  for  as  members  of  the  household.  We  were  but  recently 
refreshed  by  a  letter  written  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Johnson,  who  have 
been  only  about  one  year  under  our  care,  expressing  to  us  their 
keen  appreciation  of  the  comforts  and  blessings  which  have  been 
afforded  them,  their  gratitude  to  the  officers  and  managers  and 
all  who  aid  in  sustaining  the  Home,  and  their  unbounded  thanks 
to  the  Merciful  Father  who  had  put.  it  into  the  hearts  of  His 
people  to  provide  such  a  haven  of  rest.  But  gratitude  is  not 
theirs  alone,  for  we  are  glad  to  acknowledge  the  gracious  influence 
of  their  Christian  lives  as  exerted  on  those  around  them.  They 
have  been  earnest  workers  for  the  Master  among  the  inmates  and 
domestics,  ffoine  from  room  to  room,  holding  religious  conversa- 
tion,  reading  the  Bible  and  praying  with  them.  The  interest  in 
their  exercises  increased  until  it  was  necessary  to  hold  prayer 
meetings  in  a  room  set  apart  for  this  purpose.  Two  or  three 
other  inmates,  among  whom  we  would  mention  Mr.  Parks  and 
Mr.  Tavenor,  assisted  in  conducting  these  daily  meetings.  The 
Superintendent  and  Matron  expressed  themselves  as  being  greatly 
touched  by  their  spirituality  and  the  pathos  of  their  prayers. 
Christian  hearts  were  revived,  and  two  or  three  conversions  among 
the  domestics  were  the  results  of  these  efforts.  Even  among 
those  whose  minds  had  long  been  obscured  by  the  weight  of  years 
and  infirmities,  some  were  recalled  to  the  first  joys  of  their 
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Christian  experience,  and  burst  forth  in  expressions  of  transport 
at  hearing  these  prayers  and  songs  of  praise. 

Last  March  a  meeting  of  the  Advisory  and  Executive  Com- 
mittees was  called  for  the  purpose  of  discussing  the  finances. 
Having  at  this  time  loaned  on  call  the  amount  of  $24,711.33,  a 
committee  was  appointed  to  invest  $20,000  of  the  above  amount 
in  permanent  securities.  After  careful  inquiry  they  decided  to 
purchase  $10,000  5  per  cent,  bonds  in  Michigan  Central,  which 
cost  $10,362.50;  and  $10,000  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  6  per  cent, 
bonds,  which  cost  $10,635.  Total  cost,  $20,997.50.  The  amount 
reported  in  savings  banks,  $2,075.65,  and  also  the  Park  Bank 
stock,  $500,  and  $500  from  mortgage  paid,  has  been  drawn  and 
used  for  current  expenses. 

This  last  statement  of  our  Treasurer,  showing  an  encroachment 
of  over  $3,000  on  our  invested  funds,  awakens  us  to  the  fact  that 
we  are  not  in  as  flourishing  a  condition  financially  as  many  sup- 
pose. Our  regular  subscriptions,  as  well  as  subscriptions  to  the 
Special  Fund,  have  faRen  off  considerably  during  the  last  two 
years.  Perhaps  we  have  been  brought  to  this  state  of  pecuniary 
embarrassment  in  order  to  disabuse  the  minds  of  those  who  con- 
sider this  Home  as  beyond  the  possibility  of  running  behind  in 
its  expenses.  Having  been  so  long  free  from  debt,  we  may  now 
be  suffering  from  a  too  well  satisfied  feeling  on  the  part  of  its 
supporters.  We  are  confident  that  it  is  not  from  any  lack  of 
interest,  and  trust  that  this  statement  from  our  Treasurer  will  be 
all  that  is  necessary  to  arouse  the  friends  of  the  Home.  They 
have  nobly  cared  for  it  during  the  past  fourteen  (14)  years,  and 
for  the  last  six  years  supported  it  without  recourse  to  fairs.  The 
increased  dignity  of  an  institution  supported  independently  of 
such  aid  gives  additional  cause  for  pride,  and  we  feel  sure  that 
every  effort  will  be  made  to  prevent  the  necessity  of  our  recurring 
to  this  method  of  assisting  in  its  support. 

In  June  we  had  our  usual  Strawberry  Festival,  which  netted 
us  $278.56,  which,  together  with  $320  realized  from  the  sale  of 
articles  made  by  the  old  ladies,  amounted  to  $599.32. 

An  effort  was  made  to  reimburse  the  treasury  by  giving  an  en- 
tertainment of  music  and  reading.  Miss  MacCollum,  Mr.  Oudin 
and  Prof.  Bartlett  contributed  their  services  in  the  way  of 
music,  and  Prof.  Nathan  Sheppard  in  readings.    The  Society

owe  these  kind  friends  many  thanks,  not  only  for  the  rich  enjoy- 
ment they  afforded  us,  but  also  for  the  amount  realized  in  the  sale 
of  tickets.  The  denomination  gave  us  their  usual  support  in 
crowding  the  building  and  replenishing  the  treasury  to  the  amount 
of  $568.67. 

On  Thanksgiving  and  Christmas  the  old  people  were  well  re- 
membered with  bountiful  dinners,  and  it  is  a  scene  which  would 
cause  the  heart  of  any  Christian  to  throb  with  joy  to  witness 
nearly  one  hundred  aged  people  surrounding  this  well-spread 
board. 

We  know  that  the  bulk  of  mankind  is  so  intent  upon  matters 
which  come  directly  before  them  as  to  have  but  little  time  or 
interest  for  such  as  are  distant,  hence  the  need  of  our  keeping 
this  institution  in  such  a  position  before  the  Baptist  public,  that 
its  claims  will  be  more  difficult  to  evade  than  to  recognize.  Let 
this  be  our  apology  for  calling  our  friends  so  frequently  here. 
We  want  them  to  witness  the  comforts  here  enjoyed,  to  feel  them- 
selves its  homelike  atmosphere,  and  be  stimulated  to  renewed 
efforts  in  its  behalf,  by  an  intimate  acquaintance  with  its  manage- 
ment as  well  as  its  requirements. 

During  the  past  year  application  has  been  made  for  ten  per- 
sons, five  of  #whom  have  been  admitted.  We  have  lost  by  death 
nine  inmates,  leaving  our  present  number  eighty-three. 

We  have  recently  been  advised  by  our  counsel  to  withdraw 
from  any  further  effort  to  secure  the  $5,000  left  us  in  the  will  of 
our  late  friend,  Mr.  Abram  Denike.  We  regret  exceedingly  to 
lose  this  amount,  and  also  that  the  kind  and  generous  intentions 
of  so  warm  a  friend  of  the  Home  should  not  be  accomplished.  Is 
not  this  case  an  example  to  friends  who  may  have  similar  im- 
pulses toward  the  Home  so  to  arrange  their  benefactions  as  to 
secure  them  to  the  desired  object,  and  place  them  beyond  any 
legal  question  ? 

Friends  of  the  Society,  this  Home  is  yours — the  only  object 
that  is  exclusively  the  property  of  the  denomination ;  and  as  it 
has  done  much  good  in  bringing  the  churches  together  in  one 
common  interest,  so  let  the  good  it  has  accomplished  for  you  react 
tenfold.

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CERTIFICATE  OF  INCORPORATION 

OF 

The  Ladies'  Home  Society  of  the  Baptist  Churches 
in  the  City  of  New  York. 


The  undersigned,  who  are  persons  of  full  age,  and  citizens  of 
the  United  States,  and  a  majority  of  whom  are  citizens  and  resi- 
dents within  the  State  of  New  York,  desire  to  associate  themselves 
together  for  benevolent  and  charitable  purposes,  and  hereby  make, 
sign  and  acknowledge  this  Certificate  for  the  purpose  of  becoming, 
with  their  associates  and  successors,  a  corporation  under  the 
general  statutes  of  the  State  of  New  York,  for  the  incorporation 
of  benevolent,  charitable,  and  missionary  societies,  and  the  acts 
amendatory  thereof :  and  they  here  state 

First.  That  the  name  or  title  by  which  this  Society  shall  be 
known  in  law  is  the  "  Ladies'  Home  Society  of  the  Baptist 
Churches  in  the  City  of  New  York." 

Second.  That  the  particular  business  and  objects  of  this 
Society  are  to  provide  the  aged,  infirm  or  destitute  members  of  the 
Baptist  Churches  with  a  comfortable  residence,  with  board,  cloth- 
ing, skilful  medical  attendance,  with  their  accustomed  religious 
services,  and  at  their  death  with  respectable  burial  ;  and  for  these 
purposes  to  establish  and  maintain  a  Home,  which  shall  be  known 
as  "  The  Baptist  Home  for  Aged  and  Infirm  Persons,"  and 
which  shall  be  located  in  the  City  of  New  York. 

Third.  The  number  of  Trustees  to  manage  this  Society  shall 
be  eleven. 
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Fourth.  The  names  of  the  said  Trustees,  for  the  first  year  of 
the  existence  of  the  Society  shall  be  as  follows  :

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Article  I. 

The  name  by  which  this'  Society  shall  be  known,  shall  be 
"  The  Ladies'  Home  Society  of  the  Baptist  Churches  of  the  City 
of  New  York." 

Article  II. 

The  object  of  this  Society  shall  be  to  provide  the  aged,  infirm 
or  destitute  members  of  the  Baptist  Churches  with  a  comfortable 
residence,  with  board,  clothing,  skilful  medical  attendance,  with 
their  accustomed  religious  services,  and,  at  their  death,  with 
respectable  burial.  The  Home,  to  be  established  by  this  Society, 
shall  be  known  as  "  The  Baptist  Home  for  Aged  and  Infirm 
Persons." 

Article  III. 

The  payment  of  three  dollars  or  more  shall  constitute  a  person 
an  Annual  Member  of  this  Society. 

Each  person  on  whose  behalf  fifty  dollars  is  paid  to  this 
Society,  at  one  time,  shall  thereby  be  constituted  a  Life  Member 
of  the  Society,  for  his  or  her  natural  life. 

Each  person  who  pays,  or  for  whom  there  is  paid,  to  this 
Society,  one  thousand  dollars,  shall  thereby  be  constituted  a 
Patron  of  the  Society  for  his  or  her  natural  life ;  and  shall  be 
entitled,  during  his  or  her  life,  to  have  one  person  at  a  time 
continuously  maintained  by  this  Society  at  its  Home. 

Each  person  who  pays,  or  for  whom  there  is  paid,  to  this 
Society,  two  thousand  dollars  or  more,  shall  not  only  be  con- 
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stituted  a  Patron  for  life,  with  the  right  to  have  one  person  at  a 
time  continuously  maintained  by  this  Society  at  its  Home,  but 
shall  be  entitled  to  devise  the  aforesaid  right  to  any  person  during 
the  life  of  such  person. 

Article  IV. 

An  annual  meeting  of  the  Members  and  the  Patrons  of  this 
Society  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Tuesday  in  February  in  each 
year.  Special  meetings  shall  also  be  held  at  the  call  of  the 
Trustees,  upon  the  written  request,  for  such  meeting,  of  twenty 
Members  or  Patrons.  Notice  of  such  annual  or  special  meetings, 
and  of  the  time  and  place  of  holding  them,  shall  be  given  by  ad- 
vertisement, during  the  week  preceding  such  meetings,  in  one  of 
the  Baptist  religious  newspapers  published  in  the  City  of  New 
York.  Notice  shall  also  be  sent  (as  generally  as  may  be  found 
practicable)  to  the  pulpit  of  each  Baptist  Church  in  the  City  of 
New  York,  which  is  represented  in  the  Board  of  Managers. 

Article  V. 

The  Managers  of  this  Society  shall  not  be  more  than  eighty  in 
number,  and  shall  be  chosen  from  among  the  female  members  of 
the  Church  €>r  congregation  of  the  Baptist  Churches  in  the  City 
of  New  York,  so  that  not  more  than  four  Managers  shall  be  chosen 
from  any  one  Church,  and  so  that  the  whole  number  of  Managers 
shall  be  divided  as  nearly  equally  as  may  be  practicable  among 
all  the  Churches  represented.  These  Managers  shall  be  divided 
into  three  classes  :  The  first  class,  chosen  at  the  first  election, 
shall  hold  office  for  one  year;  the  second,  for  two  years  ;  the  third, 
for  three  years. 

At  each  subsequent  election,  one  class  shall  be  chosen  to  hold 
ofiice  for  three  years. 

Article  VI. 

At  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Society,  one  class  of  Managers 
shall  be  chosen,  and  the  following  officers  :  A  First,  a  Second,  and 
a  Third  Directress  ;  a  Treasurer,  a  Recording  Secretary,  and  a 
Corresponding  Secretary.  The  First  Directress  shall  be,  ex  officio, 
a  member  of  all  Standing  Committees. 
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Article  VII. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall,  at  their  first  meeting  after  such 
annual  meeting  of  the  Society,  elect  out  of  their  own  number  an 
Executive  Committee  of  five  persons.  This  Executive  Committee, 
together  with  the  six  officers  named  in  Article  VI.,  shall  consti- 
tute the  Trustees  of  the  Society. 

All  the  powers  of  the  Society,  as  a  Corporation,  shall  be  exer- 
cised by  the  Trustees ;  and  they  shall  have  the  control  and  man- 
agement of  the  affairs  of  the  Society. 

They  shall  have  power  to  make  Honorary  Members  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  at  their  discretion.  These  Members  being 
made  such,  on  account  of  long  and  valued  services,  may  attend 
the  meetings  of  the  Trustees  without  the  privilege  of  voting. 

Article  VIII. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  meet  once  in  each  month,  at  such 
time  and  place  as  may  be  appointed  in  the  By-Laws,  and  shall 
have  power  to  appoint  such  Standing  Committees  as  may  be 
necessary;  to  make  By-Laws  and  Kegulations,  and  to  fill  vacan- 
cies that  may  occur  in  their  own  number.  Nine  of  the  Managers 
shall  constitute  a  quorum.  It  shall  be  their  duty  to  collect 
moneys  for  the  Society,  and  to  endeavor  in  every  way  to  perfect 
the  arrangement  and  increase  the  usefulness  of  the  Home. 

The  absence  of  any  Manager  for  four  successive  months,  with- 
out good  and  sufficient  cause,  shall  be  considered  equivalent  to  a 
resignation. 

Article  IX. 

The  First  Directress  shall  preside  at  all  meeting  of  the  Society, 
of  the  Trustees,  and  of  the  Board  of  Managers.  In  her  absence, 
the  Second  Directress  shall  preside ;  and,  in  the  absence  of  both, 
the  Third  Directress. 

Article  X. 

The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  the  money  of  the  Society  and 
invest  it,  disburse  it,  and  deposit  it  in  banks,  under  the  regula- 
tions of  the  Trustees.    She  shall  record  the  names  of  subscribers 
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and  donors  of  money,  and  have  charge  of  the  deeds  and  financial 
papers  of  the  Society.  She  shall  render  her  accounts  at  each 
monthly  meeting  of  the  Board,  and  present  an  annual  report,  to 
be  audited,  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  to  the 
Society  at  its  annual  meeting. 

Article  XI. 

The  Kecording  Secretary  shall  keep  the  minutes  of  the  meet- 
ings of  the  Society,  of  the  Trustees,  and  of  the  Managers.  She 
shall  keep  a  register  of  the  inmates  of  the  Home,  and  record  the 
names  of  all  applicants,  with  all  necessary  information  concerning 
them.  She  shall  also  keep  a  register  of  the  Managers,  and  of  the 
Churches  to  which  they  belong. 

Article  XII. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence 
of  the  Society,  give  notice  of  all  meetings,  and  prepare  the  Annual 
Eeport. 

Article  XIII. 

Applicants  who  shall  be  recommended  by  the  pastor  and 
deacons  of  the  church  to  which  they  belong,  or  who  shall  give 
other  satisfactory  evidence  of  their  good  standing  as  members  of 
a  regular  Baptist  Church  in  the  City  of  New  York,  for  a  period  of 
not  less  than  five  years  next  preceding  their  last  application,  and 
who  have  no  means  of  support,  nor  relatives  who  will  provide  for 
them,  shall  be  received  as  inmates  of  the  Home  on  the  payment 
of  $100.  This  entrance  fee  shall  not  be  required  of  those  who  are 
presented  by  Patrons.  In  exceptional  cases,  under  peculiar  cir- 
cumstances, the  Trustees  may  admit  applicants  who  cannot  comply 
with  the  provisions  of  the  article. 

Article  XIV. 

A  Matron  shall  be  appointed  to  preside  over  the  Home,  who 
shall  be  a  person  not  only  qualified  for  all  the  duties  of  a  house- 
keeper, but  one  who,  by  her  tenderness  of  nature,  good  judgment, 
and  Christian  kindness  will  make  a  happy  and  comfortable  home 
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for  the  aged  persons  entrusted  to  her  care.  It  shall  be  her  duty 
each  day  to  inquire  personally  after  the  comfort  of  each  inmate, 
and  to  ascertain  if  any  require  medical  aid  or  sick  room  comforts, 
and  to  provide  the  same  accordingly. 

Article  XV. 

This  Constitution  may  be  amended  and  altered  at  any  annual 
meeting  of  the  Society,  and  also  at  any  special  meeting,  provided 
due  notice  of  the  intended  alteration  or  amendment  has  been 
given  at  the  preceding  meeting  of  the  Society.  In  either  case, 
the  amendment  or  the  alteration  must  receive  the  concurrence  of 
two- thirds  of  the  members  present. 
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Article  I. 

The  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  shall  be  held 
on  the  first  Tuesday  of  each  month,  at  10  A.  M.,  from  June  to 
October,  and  11  a.  m.  from  October  to  June.  At  this  meeting 
the  following  order  shall  be  observed  : 

1.  Eeading  the  Scriptures. 

2.  Prayer. 

3.  Reading  the  Minutes. 

4.  Eoll  called  and  money  received. 

5.  Treasurer's  Monthly  Eeport. 

6.  Eeports  of  Special  Committees. 

7.  Payment  ot  bills 

8.  Eeports  from  Standing  Committees. 

9.  Miscellaneous  business. 
10.  Doxology. 

Article  II. 

No  conversation,  except  such  as  appertains  to  business,  shall 
.be  allowed  at  any  meeting  of  the  Board ;  and  no  person  shall  be 
at  liberty  to  withdraw  from  the  meeting  without  permission. 

Article  III. 

All  reports  of  the  Committees  shall  be  in  writing,  when  so 
requested  by  the  Board. 
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Article  IV. 

At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board,  after  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  Society,  the  Advisory  and  Executive  Committees  shall  be 
elected,  and  the  following  Committees  shall  be  appointed  :

Article  V. 

Sec.  1.  The  Trustees  shall  keep  the  building  in  repair,  pay 
salaries  and  wages,  and  cause  the  objects  of  the  Society  to  be 
faithfully  carried  out. 

Sec  2.  The  Purchasing  Committee  shall  consist  of  four  ladies, 
who  shall  purchase  all  necessary  supplies  for  the  Home,  and 
report  monthly  to  the  Board.  This  Committee  shall  keep  a  set  of 
account  books,  from  which  their  report  shall  be  rendered. 

Sec  3.  The  House  Committee  shall  visit  the  Home  twice  each 
week,  examine  into  ihe  condition  of  the  inmates,  ascertain  their 
wants,  and  see  that  the  domestic  affairs  of  the  Home  are  conducted 
with  due  regard  to  neatness,  economy,  health,  and  the  comfort 
of  all  within  the  house. 

This  Committee  shall  consist  of  four  ladies  for  each  month  in 
the  year;  two  taking  each  of  the  appointed  days  of  visitation. 

Sec  4.  The  Committee  for  the  Sick  shall  consist  of  six  mem- 
bers, who  shall  visit  the  sick,  make  arrangements  for  funerals, 
and  keep  the  Burial  Kegister. 

Sec  5.  The  Committee  on  Keligious  Services  shall  consist  of 
twelve  members,  whose  duty  shall  be  to  provide  for  preaching  on 
the  Sabbath  and  for  weekly  prayer-meetings. 
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Sec.  6.  The  Committee  on  Applications  shall  make  diligent 
inquiry  into  the  character  and  circumstances  of  all  applicants, 
previous  to  their  acceptance,  and  shall  visit  such  applicants  and 
set  before  them  distinctly  all  that  will  be  required  of  them  as 
inmates  of  the  Home,  and  shall  report  to  the  Board. 

This  Committee  shall  visit  accepted  applicants,  and  obtain 
their  signature  to  a  contract  accepting  the  terms  of  admission, 
and  to  a  will,  transferring  to  the  Home,  for  the  consideration  of 
one  dollar,  all  the  property  of  which  they  are  or  may  be  possessed. 

Sec.  7.  The  Committee  on  Locations  shall  provide  the  inmates 
with  suitable  rooms,  and  attend  to  all  necessary  changes  in  rooms. 

Sec  8.  The  Clothing  Committee  shall  receive  and  distribute 
all  such  articles  of  clothing  and  material  as  may  be  purchased  for 
or  donated  to  the  Home,  and  see  that  inmates  capable  of  sewing 
are  provided  with  work.  All  requests  for  clothing  must  come 
through  the  Matron. 

Sec  9.  The  Committee  on  Work  and  Sales  shall  see  that  the 
inmates  are  employed,  provide  them  with  materials,  and  also  take 
charge  of  the  sales.    This  Section  is  not  to  conflict  with  Section  8.

Article  VI. 

TERMS  OF  ADMISSION. 

Sec  1.  Application  for  admission  may  be  made  to  any  of  the 
Managers,  who  shall  present  the  case  at  the  regular  meeting  of 
the  Board,  one  month  before  the  applicant  can  be  received  into 
the  Home. 

Sec  2.  Applicants  who  are  in  possession  of  property,  or  who 
bring  furniture  or  bedding  to  the  Home,  shall  be  required  to 
make  written  transfer  of  the  same  to  the  Society  on  their  admission. 
,  They  shall  also  be  required,  in  the  same  manner,  to  transfer 
to  the  Society  property  acquired  subsequently  to  their  admission, 
if  they  elect  to  remain  thereafter  inmates. 

Sec  3.  The  property  thus  transferred  to  the  Society  shall  be 
returned  to  any  inmate  who  leaves  the  Home  or  who  is  dismissed 
by  the  Board  of  Managers. 
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Inmates  may  leave  the  Home  if  they  become  dissatisfied,  and 
they  may  be  dismissed  by  the  Board  of  Managers  for  persistent 
misconduct;  and  when  so  dismissed,  upon  due  notification  from 
the  Secretary,  the  church  from  which  they  were  recommended 
and  received  shall  promptly  remove  them  from  the  Home.  In  no 
case  shall  their  entrance  fee  be  returned  to  them. 

Sec.  4.  Persons  may  be  admitted  occasionally  as  boarders, 
though  not  to  the  exclusion  of  dependent  applicants  who  desire  a 
permanent  home. 

The  boarders  will  be  desired  to  give  satisfactory  security  for 
the  regular  payment  of  their  board,  and  to  conform,  like  other 
inmates,  to  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  House. 

Article  VII. 

MATRON. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Matron  to  take  charge  of  the  house 
and  enforce  the  Regulations  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  in  an 
impartial  manner.  She  shall  treat  the  inmates  with  respect,  and 
shall,  as  far  as  possible,  insure  their  comfort.  She  shall  cause 
suitable  food  to  be  provided  for  the  sick.  She  shall  be  prosent 
at  the  meals ;  see  that  they  are  properly  prepared  and  served,  and 
that  a  blessing  is  asked.  If  any  improper  conduct  is  observed  in 
the  family,  she  shall  report  the  same  to  the  Trustees.  She  shall 
keep  a  book  containing  a  list  of  the  linen,  furniture,  and  other 
articles  belonging  to  the  Society ;  and,  when  gifts  are  made  to 
the  Society,  she  shall  make  the  same  known  to  the  Recording 
Secretary.  She  shall  keep  a  strict  account  of  all  money  entrusted 
to  her,  and  present  a  Monthly  Report  to  the  Board. 

She  is  empowered  to  receive  from  the  inmates,  at  any  time, 
such  articles  or  sums  of  money  as  they  do  not  care  to  hold  in  their 
possession ;  she  being  required  to  make  a  list  of  said  articles  or 
amounts,  in  presence  of  that  inmate,  and  give  a  copy  of  the  same 
to  said  person.  At  the  death  of  an  inmate  she  is  empowered  to 
take  possession  of  the  effects  of  deceased,  and  give  an  inventory 
of  the  same  to  the  Board. 

Article  VIII. 

DUTIES  OF  THE  INMATES. 

Sec.  1.  The  inmates  will  be  required  to  conform  to  the  rules 
and  regulations  of  the  Home,  to  treat  the  Board  and  the  Matron 
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with  respect,  and  to  be  present  at  family  prayers,  except  when 
prevented  by  illness.  All  will  be  expected,  in  the  way  in  which 
they  are  most  competent,  to  aid  in  the  household  duties.  Those 
women  who  are  able  will  be  expected  to  make  their  own  beds, 
sweep  their  own  rooms,  sew  and  knit  for  the  Society,  and  render 
assistance  to  those  who  are  less  able  to  work  than  themselves. 

Sec.  2.  No  inmate  shall  be  permitted  to  go  out  of  the  Home 
to  work,  nor  to  take  in  work,  nor  be  allowed  to  sell  any  articles 
in  their  rooms,  without  permission. 

Sec.  3.  No  inmate  shall  be  allowed  to  find  fault  with  the 
Matron,  nor  to  interfere  with  her  arrangements ;  but,  if  any  feel 
themselves  aggrieved,  they  may  make  complaint  to  the  Trustees, 
who  shall  examine  into  the  case  and  decide  accordingly. 

Sec.  4.  Inmates  who  desire  to  visit  their  friends  may  do  so 
unless  inclemency  of  the  weather  or  bodily  infirmity  renders  it 
injudicious  to  grant  such  permission.  On  leaving,  they  must 
state  to  the  Matron  the  probable  length  of  their  absence,  and  the 
address  of  the  person  whom  they  visit.  If  they  have  occasion  to 
prolong  their  visit,  notice  of  such  intention  must  be  sent  to  the 
Matron. 

Sec.  5.  All  articles  of  clothing  must  be  marked  in  full  with 
the  owner's  name. 

Sec.  6.  Inmates  will  not  be  permitted  to  change  their  church 
relationship  while  remaining  in  the  Home. 

Article  IX. 

No  spirituous  liquors  must  be  brought  into  the  Home,  unless 
ordered  by  the  Physicians,  and  must  be  administered  by  them  or 
the  Matron.  Also,  all  delicacies  brought  for  the  sick  must  first 
be  submitted  to  the  Matron. 

Article  X. 

Family  prayers  shall  be  had  each  morning  immediately  after 
breakfast.  The  Scriptures  shall  be  read  by  the  Matron,  and 
prayer  offered  by  her  or  one  of  the  inmates,  whom  she  shall 
designate. 
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Article  XL 

Breakfast  shall  be  served  at  o'clock  from  May  to  October, 
and  at  8  o'clock  from  October  to  May.  Dinner  at  1  o'clock,  and 
tea  at  6  throughout  the  year. 

Article  XII. 

All  unnecessary  lights  and  fires  must  be  extinguished  by  9  P.  M. 
Article  XIII. 

These  articles  may  be  amended  or  repealed  at  any  regular 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  due  notice  of  such  intention 
having  been  given  at  the  previous  meeting  of  the  Board, 
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
